Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. IO.—William 
H. English was buried Sunday after­ 
noon in Crown Hill cemetery at the foot 
of the monument which he erected two 
years ago.

She 
would not tell the names of the drugs, 
but said that whisky formed a large 
part of the mixture. She said the stuil 
purchased cost 45 cents. She admitted 
that the stufT wras purchased by a wom­ 
an. Miss Hollingsworth said **he was 
acquainted with Jackson and Wood, but 
had never met Walling. 
That same evening Miss Bryan took 
a train for Cincinnati. She saw Wood 
afterward. He came here the follow­ 
ing Friday and Miss Hollingsworth was 
a t the depot. Both of them being ac­ 
quainted with Miss Bryan they talked 
about her. Wood was on his way to 
South Bend, Ind., and left shortly after 
bis arrival here. 
Miss Hollingsworth said she was pos­ 
itive neither Jackson nor Walling had 
killed Miss Bryan. 
She was asked: 
“How do you know they did not kill 
her?” 
“Because she died by her own hand. 
I have a theory. 
Pearl took the medi­ 
cine herself. 
She was in Jackson’s 
room at the time. 
It had a different 
effect from what she expected and she 
grew so bad that Jackson saw she was 
going to die. 
He knew that it would 
never do to have her die in the house, 
so he secured a hack, and, assisted by 
Walling, took her across the river. She 
may have died on the way or may have 
been dead before they got her out of 
the room, and their object in taking 
her there was to hide the crime. When 
near Fort Thomas they cut off her head 
and disposed of it to avoid identifica­ 
tion. See if it don’t come out that way.” 
Later Miss Hollingsworth told the 
police she bought for Pearl Bryan three 
kinds of drugs here and instructed her 


I to buy another drug after she reached 
Cincinnati, but to be careful of it, as it 
was deadly poison and would kill her if 
not correctly used. Miss Hollingsworth 
said that Pearl Bryan then said to her: 
“I will go to Cincinnati and take the 
staff, and if it kills me I will be near 
Jackson and he will have to swing for 
IL” 
Miss Hollingsworth further says 
th at Pearl was very bitter toward Jack­ 
son.

MAT OO TO KENTUCKY. 


Pearl Bryan’* So* pee tad Murderer* Like­ 
ly to Be Surrendered. 
Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 10.-»AU day 
Sunday the detectives from three cities 
were out busily hunting the missing 
links in the chain of circumstances by 
which the story of the murder of Pearl 
Bryan is to be shaped into perfect evi­ 
dence. 
All search for the head has 
been fruitless, though made by hun 
dreds of volunteers along with detec 
iLives. A very material addition to the 
dumb witnesses of the deed was discov­ 
ered, however. 
Detectives Grim and 
Wittee found the girl’s hat. In it was a 
bloody handkerchief and a big stone 
to keep it from being blown away. It 
was found in an angle between the 
Fort Thomas Electric railway and the 
Chesapeake & Ohio railroad near their 
Intersection southwest of Newport, Ky. 
The mystery of the whereabouts of 
the girl Thursday night, Jan. 30, the 
night before the murder, remains un­ 
solved. 
From her arrival here Mon 
day, Jan. 27, up to ll o’clock Thursday 
forenoon, her movements have been 
traced. 
Then comes a hiatus until 
o’clock Friday evening, when she was 
last seen alive. This was at Dave Wal 
lingford’s saloon, where she and Jack­ 
son were seen, and she drank a glass of 
mineral water. The rest of the story 
has been told, barring certain gaps in 
It which detectives are now trying to 
fill. 
Jackson’s razor, found in Walling's 
trunk, was turned over to the police 
Medical experts say the girl s head was 
cut off with some very sharp instru­ 
ment—a razor or a surgeon's knife 
There are stains on the razor, but they 
are inconspicuous. 
To the correspondent of the Associa­ 
ted Press late In the afternoon both 
Walling and Jackson repeated their ac­ 
cusations, of caph other. ^Ja^kson was

Vessels Scattered in Fragments Along 
the Beach—Crew of One is Res­ 
cued, That of 
Another Lost and 
Four Men Saved From the Third— 
Wild Storm Rages. 


Amesbury, Mass., Feb. IO.—The ter­ 
rific seas raised by the northeast gale 
off this coast Sunday claimed the lives 
of ten mariners and left the fragments 
of three schooners scattered along ti e 
beach. The vessels and their respective 
loss of life are as follows: 
SCHOONER FLORIDA, three-mast­ 
ed, coal-laden. New York for St. John’s; 
lost with entire crew of seven men. 
SCHOONER ALLIANZA, coal-laden. 
New York for SU John’s; lost with 
three of her crew. 
SCHOONER GLENDON, three-mast­ 
ed. coal-laden; lost, but her crew of 
seven saved. 
The gale, which was the worst that 
has struck this part of the coast this 
year, began blowing early in the morn­ 
ing, and in three hours’ time the three 
schooners were driven upon the beach. 
The Florida went on the rocks on Salis­ 
bury beach about half a mile from 
shore. A terrible sea was running, but 
the fishermen did all they could in an 
attempt to launch a boat. Word was 
sent to the Plum Island life-saving sta­ 
tion, four miles distant, but it was 7:30 
o’clock before the apparatus arrived. 
In the meantime the men had taken 
to the rigging, the deckhouse and boats 
all having been washed away. Two 
lines were shot over the vessel, but the 
men in the rigging were so numbed 
and the sea so high that they could not 
fasten them. 
All attempts to launch 
boats were of no avail. About 8:30 all 
view of the vessel was lost. 
At IO o'clock two bodies were washed 
ashore and at 10:30 three more were 
found. The beach was literally covered 
with wreckage. At 11:30 the ship’s 
papers were found in the w’reckage. 
At 6:30 o’clock the schooner Allianza 
went high on Plum Island beach. The 
life-saving crew and left for Salisbury 
beach to help the Florida and there was 
no help for this 
vessel. 
About 
8 
o’clock wreckage began to come ashore, 
and it was known that the vessel had 
gone to pieces. 
Inside of ten minutes 
from the time the first piece of wreck­ 
age the entire crew of seven 
were 
ashore, having clung to the masts and 
other wreckage. 
It was a horrible 
battle with waves and three hardy sail­ 
ors were dead when found. 
The re­ 
maining four were resuscitated after 
some hard work. 
The Glendon went upon the rocks 
about three miles north of the Florida 
on Salisbury beach. Her crew of seven 
men were all rescued by the Straws 
Point life savers, who took them off in 
the breeches buoy.

New Military Organisation. 
Washington, Feb. IO.—A new nation­ 
al semi-military organization has been 
formed here by General M. A. Dillon, 
founder of the Union Veterans' Union 
and Medal of Honor Legion. The or­ 
ganization is called the Oriental Order 
of Zouaves, and its principal object Is 
to cultivate among citizens of all classes 
and ages a strong spirit of American­ 
ism with a special view to rigid enforce­ 
ment of the Monroe doctrine.

Spaniard* Credited with a Victory. 
Havana, Feb. IO.—An important bat­ 
tle is reported to have occurred between 
Colonel Segura, who commanded the 
Spanish forces, and Maceo, who was at 
the head of the insurgents. The con­ 
flict took place at San Cristobal, and 
the insurgents left eighty dead on the 
field as they retired. More than 300 
of the Cubans were wounded. An aide- 
de-camp of Maceo was 
killed. The 
troops lost one man, a captain of the 
staff being shot by the insurgents. 
Three other officers were wounded. 


FIFTEEN PASSENGERS INJURED. 


Miraculous Escape from Death In a Rail­ 
road Collision Near Hannibal, Ho. 
Hannibal. Mo., Feb. IO.—Fifteen per­ 
sons were more or less seriously hurt 
and one cannot recover as the result 
of a collision at 12:40 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon between an east-bound Wa­ 
bash stock train and a S t Louis, Keo­ 
kuk and Northwestern passenger train 
going south. 
The collision occurred near a tunnel 
one mile north of this city. 
The stock 
train, which had just emerged from the 
tunnel,’ struck the 
passenger 
train, 
crushing in the side of the ladies’ coach 
and throwing it over an embankment, 
almost into the Mississippi river. There 
were fifteen passengers in the coach 
and that none was killed is almost a 
miracle. 
All were more or less bruised 
but only the following were hurt seri­ 
ously: 
H. F. Hudwell, St. Paul, Minn., arm 
crushed. 
Miss Eva Pettit, Hannibal, Mo., fore­ 
head badly cut. 
Miss M. Whiney, Quincy, 111., hip 
fractured; recovery doubtful. 
J. C. Cohen, stockman, Minneapolis, 
head cut. 
Mrs. Triester and son, Hannibal, both 
cut about the head. 
D. C. Webster, engineer Wabash 
train, knee injured. 


Non-Concurreoce on the Silver Bond 
Bill in the Home is Considered 
Certain—The Quay Resolution the 
Chief Interest in the Senate— Topics 
of Washington Talk. 


Washington, Feb. IO.—The general 
debate on the free-coinage substitute 
for the bond bill, which was discussed 
day and night for four days in the 
house last week, will close today. It is 
the general expectation that a vote will 
be reached some time tomorrow. As to 
the result there is no sort of doubL 
Mr. Dingley’s motion to non-concur and 
insist on the house bill will carry by a 
vast majority. 
If an opportunity 
la 
given to concur in the last three sec­ 
tions of the bill, to redeem greenbacks 
in gold or silver, at the option of the 
government, to coin the seigniorage, 
and to retire national bank notes of a 
less denomination than $10, the vote 
may be close, but it is thought that 
parliamentary manipulation will pre­ 
vent votes except on the main proposi­ 
tions. 
The resolution to censure Mr. Bay­ 
ard can be presented at any time dur­ 
ing the week, but it may be withheld 
until the pending appropriation billa— 
the agricultural, army, and District of 
Columbia—are out of the way. 
The first business of importance be­ 
fore the senate today is the vote on 
Senator Quay’s resolution for the re­ 
commitment of the revenue tariff bill 
to the committee on finance. Senator 
Smith of New Jersey is announced to 
make a speech on the Monroe doctrine 
today, and Senator Blanchard on the 
same subject on Tuesday. 
The Hansbrough resolution in regard 
to the distribution of seed by the Agri­ 
cultural Department 
will, by agree­ 
ment, be taken up early in the week, 
and it is the purpose of the committee 
on appropriations to get the appropria­ 
tion bills up in rapid succession and out 
of the way as soon as possible. Four 
of these bills have already been re­ 
ported from committee, and others will 
follow as speedily as the committee can 
turn them out after their passage by the 
house. There will be an effort to se­ 
cure an adjournment from Thursday 
until Monday to permit the Pacific rail­ 
roads committee to continue its bear­ 
hugs. 
It is probable that the better part of 
the week will be given up to the ap­ 
propriation bills. The republicans ex­ 
pect to get up the question of the sen­ 
ate reorganization toward 
the latter 
part of the week, and if they succeed 
this will consume considerable time. 
The interest in the Quay resolution 
s enhanced by the knowledge that the 
vote will be very close. The republic­ 
ans expect to poll their full vote of 
forty-four members for recommittal, 
and they are not without hope that they 
may get a vote or two from the demo­ 
cratic side. 
This claim is, however, 
vigorously contested by the democrats, 
who say they will have a full demo­ 
cratic and populist vote against this 
proposition. If they succeed in defeat- 
ng the resolution the effect will be to 
place the silver substitute for the tar­ 


i f f bill before the senate, but it is not 
expected that it will be taken up imme­ 
diately. Senators incline to the belief 
that In no event can the tariff-silver 
bill be disposed of within less than a 
month’s time. 


Citizen* of an Illinois Town In an 
Mood. 
Rushville, 111., Feb. IO.—Ominous ru­ 
mors that may swell into a storm and 
end in a lynching are heard here. Rush­ 
ville is in a high state of excitement 
owing to two murders committed in 
this vicinity. One took place in the 
public 
square in Rushville at mid­ 
night and the other occurred in Fred­ 
erick, a small station on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railroad, just 
on the edge of this county and four 
miles from Beardstown. 
Thomas Moore, an unoffending but 
dissipated local character, was killed in 
a street brawl in Rushville by Fred 
Johnson. Elbert Richmond is also im­ 
plicated in the crime, which waa cold­ 
blooded and revolting. Both men are 
hard characters and have served jail 
sentences. 
Excitement runs high in the little 
town of Frederick, where Marcus Sail­ 
ers lies at the point of death with two 
gaping knife wounds in his body. Both 
wounds were inflicted by Arthur Ran­ 
dall with a pocket knife during a drunk­ 
en quarrel. He was captured by Con­ 
stable Utter about a mile from Freder­ 
ick. Randall made a public statement 
saying he was forced into the difficulty 
and that he only used his knife after he 
had been knocked down twice. The in­ 
jured man is still alive, but no hopes 
are entertained for his recovery.

Man Arrested at san Francisco Declare* 
His Innocence. 
San Francisco, Feb. IO.—Clarence 
Murphy, who was arrested about a week 
ago by Detective F. S. Chappell and 
charged with being the person who 
robbed the Salem Savings bank, pro­ 
fesses to have no fear of the conse­ 
quences should he be compelled to re­ 
turn to Massachusetts. 
In fact, Mur­ 
phy tells quite an interesting story in 
relation to recent developments in the 
bank robbery. He says: ‘‘The fact of 
the matter is that Treasurer Simon, 
who afterward committed suicide, is 
the guilty party and his friends have 
arranged the matter satisfactorily. The 
reward which was at first offered has 
been allowed to stand good, hence my 
arrest.” 
Murphy’s attorney has gone to Sacra­ 
mento in the hope of controverting the 
requisition papers signed by the gov­ 
ernor.

He Calls President W . C. Whitford 
to Task for Some of His State­ 
ments at the Reunion of Old Set­ 
ter’s 
in Janesville Two Weeks 
Ago. 


E ditor Gazette: 
We notice some 
material errors in regard to churches 
and schools in Bock County, in the 
speeches you publish in connection 
with the late pioneer meeting at 
Janesville, which should be corrected; 
will you please publish the following 
corrections: 
President W. O. Whitford of Milton 
College says, Mount Zion was the 
place where the first church in Bock 
County was held; which was in a pri­ 
vate house th at later was removed to 
Milton. 
This was wrong in two ma­ 
terial particulars. 
The first religions or church ser­ 
vice in a private hcuse, 
in Bock 
county, were held in Caleb Blodgett’s 
kitchen a t Beloit, Sunday, March 18th, 
1837, which was before there was a 
house a t Mount Zion. 
The first relig- 
ous or church services held in a pri­ 
vate house In the northern part of 
Bock county, were a year later, Sun­ 
day March 18, 1338, in the log house 
of 
S. 
D. 
Butt’s, 
half 
a 
mile west 
of 
Milton 
Junction. 
They were conducted by two young 
Methodist 
ministers, Mr. Halstead 
and Mr. Piilsbury. 
The ie young men 
held subsequent meetings at the house 
of Mr. Butts, Sunday, April 15, May 
27, June 17, July 8 and August 1838, 
up to the time a church was organized 
bt Milton. 
August IG, 1838. the Congregational 
church of Milton, the first ohureh in 
Bock county, was organized, by the 
Bev. William M. Adams of Rockton, 
IU,, and Bev. Daniel Smith, who was 
their first pastor. 
Ansel Dickenson of 
lf onnt Zion, was the first name on the 
roll of their charter members, and he 
subscribed $50, “ the Lord prospering 
him, to be paid in labor, produce and 
eaah, for the temporal support of 
minister, for the current year.” 
We 
always felt like saying, God help 
Brother Dickenson. 
This chureh was 
located on the Johnstown road three­ 
quarters of a mile from Milton, on 
lands donated by the late E. D. Hol­ 
ton of Milwaukee. 
It was subse 
quietly moved to the present site at 
Milton, whloh was given by Peter Mc 
Ewen, and a small church was built 
at 
Mount 
Zion 
across 
from 
the residence of Ansel Dickenson, 
where the school house now stands. 
We believe the Congregational ehurch 
of Milton was the third church organ- 
d in Wisconsin. 
President Whit­ 
ford is also a little off on the quest­ 
ion of schools, in 
Milton. 
He says 
the first school in Milton was in a 
double log house, In 1838, which is 
wrong as regards the year. 
The first 
sohool 
in 
Milton 
was 
a 
private 
school 
and was 
in 
a 
double log house of H. B. Crandall, 
at Milton Junction, in the summer of 
1839. 
It was taught by Miss Olive 
Hall, Mra. James Pierce of Milton, 
and we were one of her 
sohoiars. 
The first public school in Milton was 
In the double frame house of Joseph 
Goodrich a t Milton, in. the winter of 
1838-40. 
It was taught by the late 
Fnos C. Dickinson, a brother of Ansel 
Dickenson, of Harmony, and we were 
one of his pupils. 
The second public 
school In Milton was 
in the log 
shanty of George 
W. Ogden, at the 
foot of Lake Koshkonong, 
in the 
winter of 1840-41. 
It was taught by 
Esther Coon, now Mrs. Dr. Allen, and 
the Hon. L. B. Caswell, 
our late 
congressman, was one of her pupils 
The third public school in Milton was 
in tho log shanty of George T. Mackey, 
a half mile west of Milton Junction. 
It was taught by Nathan L. Coon, an i 
opened in January. ISH, and closed in 
March. The Hon. S. C. Carr, late mas­ 
ter of the Wisconsin Skate grange, was 
one of the pupils; and he there fouuc 
his worthy wife, a daughter of Mr. 
M ackey *a. 
In the history of Bock county, pub­ 
lished in 1878, we noticed and num­ 
bered one hundred errors, in the inci­ 
dents touching Milton and Miltonians, 
which, to us, made the book seem 
worse than worthless, as the intrinsic 
value of all history is its correctness 
Too much care cannot be taken in 
preparing statistics of our pioneers for 
publication; for soon there will be 
none left to correct material, though 
unintentional errors.

Ch* N um ber of Incinerations 
Growing 


Steadily from Year to Tear. 
The advocates in this country of cre­ 
mating dead bodies will be somewhat 
incouraged by the reports that come 
from Paris of the number of incinera­ 
tions that took place there during the 
3rst four months of 1895. The number 
Df incinerations that occur, either in 
accordance with a previous request of 
the person whose body is disposed of or 
at the instance of tho representatives, 
increases every year with great regu­ 
larity, though not rapidly. According 
to the statistics published by the Pre­ 
fect of Police, the number of crema­ 
tions that took place at the Pere La- 
chaise Cemetery from August, 1889, to 
the end of April. 1S95, were as follows: 
1889, 49; 1S90, 121; 1891, 134; 1892, 159; 
1893, 189; 1894, 216, and 1895 (four 
months), 75. The furnace would conse­ 
quently often be idle were it not for 
the remains from the hospitals, which 
amount to from 2,000 to 2,500 bodies per 
annum. 
The apparatus employed is 
that of MM. Toisoul and Fradet and 
works by means of gas with a recup­ 
erator. Incinerations are accomplished 
In an hour and a quarter, and the cost 
of the combustible never exceeds three 
francs per operation. 
Another ap­ 
paratus. invented by M. Fiche!, has re­ 
cently been inaugurated. 
The differ­ 
ence between the two inventions lies 
chiefly in the application of oxide of 
carbon. In the contrivance devised by 
M. Fichet the body is consumed by hoi 
air alone and does not come into contact 
with gases. According to this method, 
incineration takes place a little more 
rapidly than in the Toisoul furnace, but
